BINDER TWINE. 


There has been a good deal of talk 
about binder twine of late, as there 
usually is about this time of the year. 
In Ontario the Farmers’ Union has 
been agitating against the duty upon 
twine on the ground that the cost of 
twine is increased in proportion to the 
amount of the duty, which is 25 per 
cent ad valorem. Thecry among the 
eastern farmers has been that twine is 
cheaper in the United States than in 
Canada. The McKin!ey tariff in the 
United States was a sop to the farmers, 
though to a large extent we believe it 
is an imagiiary one, at least in so far 
as it increased the daties upon farm 
products. 
McKinley bill, however was its reduct- 
lion of the binder twine duty from two 
‘and ahalf to seven tenths of a cent 


per pound. The fact that the duties | 


are lower in the States than here, is 


sufficient to give opposition politicians |

How and Where They Are Maan- 
factured —-An Interesting 
Process.

Their Alliance Would Form the 
Greatest Railway Combination 
in the World, 


The Railway Age of this week says : 
“There are some indications that the 
two great rival railway systems of 
Canada, the Grand Trunk and the 
Canadian Pacific, may ere long replace 
theie bitter competition by consolida- 
tion. Itis declared that at the next 
meeting of the Grand Trunk directors 
the Canadian Pacitic will name three 
members of the board, and there are 
certainly strong indications of an al- 
liance in some form between these two 
great properties. The Canadian Pacitic 
now represents over 6,600 miles of 
railway, with a capital stock of 3753,- 
000,000 and a bonded indebtedness of 
nearly $110,000,000—or a total of 
about $83,000,000. The Grand Trunk, 
including its lines in the United States, 
foots up a total of nearly 4,200 miles, 
and the capital stock and, bonds of the 
parent company represent the enor- | 
mous total of $293,000,.000.
